But Naboth, 
standing on his constitutiona! rights 
as a citizen of a democracy, refused 
to soli to the King. This was a bit- 
ter dixappointment to the King.

But Ahab had evident- 
ly no Intention of attempting to take 
the vineyard by violence until his 
Queen, Jesebol, by trickery, forgery 
ard deceit caused the poor Naboth 
to be murdered and tdok the vine- 
vard by confiscation to the crown.

OF BOLSHEVISM. 


Social Unrest and its Cure are 
Debate Subject. 


Banker Says Money is Merely 
@ Tool; Hits at Unions. 


Lorin Handley Urges Forum 
to Discuss Differences. 


Henry . McKee, Stanley B. Wil- 
son, Frank I. Wheat and Lorin A. 
Handley, representing, respectively, 
capital, the labor unions, Socialism 
and the public, appeared yesterday 
before a congregation at the 
Church of People in debate on 
the causes of social unrest and on 
the cure therefor. While each 
speaker presented a different phase 
of the financial and industrial situa- 
tion, the one point upon which all 
of them agreed was that there exists 
today a greater need than ever for a 
more intelligent co-operation of 
capital and labor, for a more toler- 
ant spirit on the part of both em- 
ployers and employees. 

Speaking in the interest of capital, 
Mr. McKee, who is vice-president of 
the 1 National Bank, de- 

that too many laborers er- 
roneously imagine that there is, in 
America, a vast fund of liquid 
wealth, controlled by a few individu- 
als, from which employees are paid. 
“And these people vainly imagine,” 
said Mr. McKee, “that, through de- 
mand after demand, they will finally 
receive a wage which they consider 
adequate to their requirements. The 
United States is a great industrial 
establishment in which we all are 
employed. Money is simply a tool 
used in this great plant and, in it- 
self, has no value. Our prosperity 
depends upon our labor, as individu- 
al members of the great common- 
wealth, and fewer héurs of work and 
less production would certainly not 
accrue to the benefit ef the people 
as a whole. Nothing is more for- 
tunate for the laborer than a con- 
stant increase in „ and as for 
those who control the use of money, 
it is but right that those best quali- 
fied for this work should be in 
charge. It would be a sad mistake 
to attempt to turn over all capital 
and all means of production to the 
State. I would plead, rather, for a 
greater cultivation of individual in- 
telligence, energy and responsibil- 


Mr. Wilson, in speaking in behalf 
of the unions, declared it is not an 
instrument designed for obstuction 
or destruction, but for construction. 
“I do not object to capital,” said the 
speaker, “but to the doings.of or- 
ganized capital, or capitalism, Or- 
ganized capital takes a wrong posi- 
tion when it says to men, Tou shall 
hot organize. What is wrong with 
the Bolsheviste and anarchists’ 
Simply this: that they wish to as- 
sume the same position as organ- 
ized capital. The unions do not be- 
lieve in the strike as — — dest means 


of settling labor ities, but 
sometimes the strike is the only 
means which can be 
used” 


Frank I. Wheat, presenting the 
cause of esocialiem, said that the 
institution known as capitalism has 
been made bv the people, and, that, 
while marvelous and good things 
have been wrought through the sys- 
tem, caplitaliem contains, within it- 
telt, the germ that will finally de- 
stroy it, and that germ is competi- 
tion. “As &n outcome of the pres- 
ent situation regarding capital and 
labor, we may look to a general ex- 
tension of the principle and power 
of secialism.” said the speaker. 
“There is no reason to hope for 
peace until the conflict shall die out 
in the unity and freedom of social- 
iem."” Mr. Wheat declared that the 
iznorance of capitalism is to blame 
for whatever wrongs may exist in 
organized labor. 

Introducing Lorin Handley. pres- 
ident of the Board of Public Works, 
Reynold E. Blight stated that when 
labor and capital get into a fight 
the innocent bystanders get most of 
the bullets. In response, Mr. Hand- 
ley expressed his opinion that none 
of the preceding speakers was en- 
tirely right. “Certainiy,” he de- 
clared, neither capital nor labor 
has a right to commit any wrong 
that will cause suffering the pub- 
lic at large. The inte of the 
community are paramount to everv- 
thing else. If the community has 
a right to protection. it also has a 
responsibility, and that is to see to 
it that justice is done to all, irre- 
spective of the claims of any spe- 
cial faction. If ever the spirit of 
the Man of Galilee was needed in 
the world, it is needed today. We 
should have a league of community 
interests, and settle our probleme in 
the spirit of right and co-operation. 
For instance, organized labor, in this 
city, and the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association should have a 
common meeting place, a forum, 
where their ‘representatives could 
get together and become acquainted. 
The public should not be made to 
suffer for their mistakes and misun. 
derstandings. The rights of the 
public should come first, whatever 
the problems that arise in our so- 
cial system. Fundamental Ameri- 
canism compels us to recognize the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber as our everlasting gcuidepost.” 


FOR CHURCH LEAGUE. 


Speaking on the subject “A League 

of Churches,” Dr. J. Whitcomb 
Brougher at the Temple Baptist 
Church yesterday” morning said in 
part: 
“At the present time a unity of 
spirit and purpose, controlled by 
Jesus Christ as supreme authority, is 
the only one at all practicable. It 
is quite certain that the Methodists, 
the Presbyterians, Congregationa- 
lists, the Disciples, and most of the 
Episcopalians, are not willing to be- 
come Roman Catholics. To make 
the statement is to show its impos- 
sibility. 

“On the other hand, it is equally 
absurd to think that lical 
churches would be willing to com- 
bine with Christian Scientists, or any 
Other organization which finds its 
chief authority outside the Bible. 

“A of Evangelical churches 
might be formed, but it would be 
utterly impossible to form a league 


gelical churches. As long as. man 
is accorded the right of private jude- 
ment, and has the privilege of read- 
ing the Bible for himself, and the 
liberty to believe what he thinks the 
Holy Spirit teaches, and the power 
to worship God according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience, it is 
going to be absolutely impossible to 
have an organized union of all the 
churches.
